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Mastering the Moderns 


On April 21, Ann Beha FAIA — a national 
leader in historic preservation and adaptive re- 


use — explores the dilemmas posed by 


Modernist buildings in the BSA Lecture Series. 
Beha’s presentation, which is the Annual 
Eleanor Raymond Lecture, ranges over 40 years 
of Modernist design from Boston City Hall to 
the United Nations complex in New York City 
to the extraordinary and gargantuan city-design 
effort in Brasilia. “The era of preservation of 
Modernist buildings has arrived,” Beha notes 
and now we have to ask, she adds, are these 
buildings truly landmarks we should be 


preserving? Beha’s firm — Ann Beha Associates 
in Boston — is well-known for its restoration of 


landmarks such as Trinity Church, the Gardner 


Art Institute, and Jordan Hall and now the firm 
is working on the restoration of several 
American examples of Modernism such as the 
Clark Art Institute (above) in Williamstown 
ginally by Pietro Belluschi FAIA 
and TAC. In this BSA presentation Beha 
reflects on the inspiration and frustration

Phoenix names design critic 


Boston has a new architecture critic. Douglass 
Shand-Tucci, widely known as the author of several 
books on American art and architecture and New 
England studies, is now writing a bi-weekly column 
on architecture for The Boston Phoenix. Always 
highly regarded for its arts coverage (Phoenix music 
critic Lloyd Schwartz won a Pulitzer Prize in 1994), 
this is the first time the Boston weekly has made a 
long-range commitment to architectural criticism. 


Shand-Tucci’s biography of art-collector and designer 
Isabella Stewart Gardner, The Art of Scandal, 
published last year and featured on the cover of The 
New York Times Book Review, quickly became a best- 
seller. Boston Bohemia, published in 1994, is the first 
of Shand-Tucci’s two-volume scholarly study of 
Ralph Adams Cram. Boston's own architecture has 
also figured prominently in Shand-Tucci’s work. His 
first major book, Built in Boston, City and Suburb, 
published in 1978, is regarded by many as the 
definitive architectural history of Boston. An 
expanded new edition of this book is to be published 
this fall. 


Shand-Tucci’s first piece for the Phoenix focused on 
Office dA’s Nader Tehrani and Monica Ponce de 
Leon. Subsequent articles have focused on the 
restoration of the Boston Public Library by Shepley 
Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott and on the work of 
Machado and Silvetti.

Design software piracy 
can do you in 


“One summer’ day in 1997, a detail of U.S. marshalls, 
on a judge’ order, made an unannounced raid on the 
offices of a New York City architect and checked out the 
licenses on the firm’ software. The finale: the architect 
ended up buying, at list, the unlicensed software and 
paying a $150,000 penalty.” 


That is the beginning of a report in a recent issue of 
Design Firm Management & Administration Report, 
a national newsletter now edited by Stephen Kliment 
FAIA. 


Design software piracy is a significant issue and it is 
one that Autodesk, our industry's largest software 
vendor, has taken quite seriously; it has recovered 
over $30 million in settlements in software piracy 
cases. 


Software piracy need not be intentional...indeed, it 
is an easy trap to fall into especially as firms grow in 
a good economy. Everyone's advice is be careful, be 
alert, and be aware that most piracy claims 
(according to one report) grow from complaints filed 
by employees. 


With the help of Consulting For Architects, the 
BSA-related placement service (and an Autodesk 
outlet), the BSA has packaged the newsletter article 
mentioned above with Autodesk’s white papers on 


software piracy and a copy of an Autodesk press 
release describing the largest software piracy case 
settlement in its history (involving a design firm); for 
a copy of this package (it’s only available by mail), 
AIA members in Massachusetts should send requests 
with a 77¢, 9” x 12” SASE to Piracy/RF, BSA, 52 
Broad St., Boston 02109; non-members should 
include a $15.00 handling fee payable to the BSA 
along with the SASE.

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Is your Web page 
hurting your business? 


As more and more design firms make a splash on 
the World Wide Web, the BSA is receiving an 
increasing number of critiques of Boston firms’ 
websites. 


In recent weeks, for example, one website critic 
reviewed a number of BSA member-firm websites 
and offered this critique: “I’ve got to tell you, some 
of these are pretty bad. There was a firm that didn’t 
bother to say where it’s located...A woman-owned 
firm with light pink — make that gag-pink — 
pages... Pages with light lettering on black... Things 
with big photos that take forever to 
download...People who are perhaps unwittingly 
conveying design impressions such as being too 
fussy or disorganized. ..Pages that haven't been 
updated for two years...And that’s not even 
beginning to talk about the bad writing or the fact 
that every firm promises unique service and 
attention from the principals, blah, blah, blah.” 


Not exactly a favorable critique. However, this may 
be a good reminder for all of us to have our websites 
evaluated by someone outside the firm. (The BSA 
also will be hosting a website crit session at Build 
Boston this year when Web experts offer evaluations 
of BSA member-firms’ websites in order to highlight 
the good and the bad approaches to Web 


marketing.)

BSA members win 
national honors 


This year the AIA inaugurated a national program to 
recognize exceptional achievements by AIA chapters 
throughout the country.

expansion of the BSA website. “Rarely does a single 
member rally a chapter around him in pursuit of an 
ambitious set of goals,” said the jury, “and sustain the 
enthusiasm for the two years it takes to achieve 
them. Under Peter's leadership, the BSA’s goals of 
enhanced communication among members, 
promotion of public understanding of the scope of 
architects’ services and increased media attention to 
the contributions to the community made by the 
BSA were all achieved.” 


The BSA’s SeaPort Focus Team, a task force of the 
Urban Design Committee, was recognized in the 
category of “Single Public Affairs Initiative” for its 
work in the development of the South Boston 
Seaport District. The jury commended the tools, 
strategies and results of the multi-disciplinary team 
in its initiative to ensure the creation of a livable 
community. “Through its persistence in advising the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority and the city’s 
masterplan consultants,” remarked the jurors, “the 
Seaport Focus Team has had a measurable impact on 
the revised masterplan and has received continuous 
recognition through local and regional media. The 
Team has formed collaborative relationships with 
many interested groups, positioning itself as a 
valuable resource in the ongoing planning and 
development of the Seaport District.” Todd Lee 
FAIA and Constance Bodurow, AICP/Assoc. AIA co- 
chair the Focus Team, which includes two dozen 
architects, planners, allied professionals and Boston 
residents.

Honorary Membership in the BSA, Tseckares 
explained, is the highest form of recognition the 
BSA confers on individuals other than architects. 

“In our 130-year history,” Tseckares recalled, “the 
BSA has conferred this honor on only 34 people. 
Perhaps that suggests how important this is to us as a 
profession.” (Others honored in this way have 
included Mike Dukakis, Bill LeMessurier, Norman 
Leventhal, Ed Logue, Kevin Lynch, George 
Macomber, Carl Sapers, Chris Noble, Tom Winship, 
Carol Johnson, Lionel Spiro, and Clara 
Wainwright.) 


Hurst, who has been working as a part-time 
volunteer at the BSA since her retirement from the 
BAC, was also nominated by the BSA in 1985 for a 
similar national honor, Honorary Membership in 
the AIA. The national AIA Board of Directors at 
that time endorsed the BSA nomination and elected 
Hurst a national Honorary Member much to the 
satisfaction of BSA members and BAC graduates 
throughout the country. 


“During the seven years Elsie has been volunteering 
in the BSA offices,” said BSA Executive Director 
Richard Fitzgerald, “she has brought to the rest of us 
an extraordinary understanding of the power of 
architects and architecture...and the power of 
human warmth.

Award purpose and architects’ 
talk-show debated 


BSA President Charles Tseckares FAIA reports regularly 
in this space on actions taken by the BSA Board of 


Directors. 
At recent meetings of the Board: 


@ We debated a proposal presented by the 1998 
Harleston Parker Jury to consider presenting a 
shared award to two projects rather than singling out 
a single project as has been the tradition in this 
awards program. Board members Peter Kuttner 
AIA, Ted Landsmark, and Jeff Stein ALA — who 
also served on the 10-person jury — explained that 
they and their colleagues on the jury were struck by 
how well two of the projects being considered 
expressed the current breadth of design in Boston 
and suggested that a shared award in 1999 would 
provoke professional and public discussion of design 
as awards programs should. After considerable 
discussion over a two-month period, a majority of 
Board members voted to accept the jury's 
recommendation and to put that recommendation, 
as required, to a membership vote at the BSA 
Annual Meeting in December, A special Build 
Boston forum on this unique proposal for the 
Harleston Parker Award will precede the Annual 
Meeting. The two projects proposed for the shared 
award are the Lincoln School in Brookline designed 
by Graham Gund Architects and Logan Airport's 
Vent Building #7 designed by a team that included 
TAMS, Gannet Fleming/URS, Wallace Floyd 
Associates, and Stull and Lee. 


@ A decade-long effort by the BSA staff to generate 
interest in a radio program that focuses on design 
has picked up steam at the Board level. Explored in 
some depth at the annual BSA planning retreat at 
the end of 1998, the idea for a design-oriented talk- 
show has moved into the development stage. Board 
members Jeff Stein AIA and Chris Lydon are 
working with the staff to create a pilot program, 
which they hope will be broadcast by a local radio 
station sometime this year to determine the level of 
public interest in this notion. Stay tuned. 


@ At our February Board meeting, we also voted to 
make a significant contribution to the MIT 
memorial fund established in honor of Tony Platt 
FAIA who died at the end of last year.

The primary losers are 
us, who pay for this ineffective, costly, and destructive way of 
making our communities more livable. 


Perhaps I am overheated — we'll all be in gated communities of 
one sort or another soon enough and there may not be much dif- 
ference in the future between the big house and the 
bighouse...but if we as a profession want to earn and keep the 
high regard we would like architecture to have in our society, we 
need to speak and design consistently and conscientiously for the 
America we envision or welll be seen only as slightly more styl- 
ishly dressed members of the money moguls’ entourage. And 
that’s all we'll be. 


The next target is those designers of gated communities...casinos 
...so much to do!
